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RECOMMENDATIONS 


We recommend that schools be maintained in districts 
1, 2, 5, 7%, 8, 9 and 11, and that the Town so authorize the 
Superintending School Committee. 

We recommend that the school buildings in the Howe Hill 
and Martin districts so called, be sold and that the money 
be applied to completing the changes necessary in the sani- 
tary arrangements in the other school buildings in the 
Town. 

We recommend that the amount raised for repairs be 
enough to cover the cost of changing the sanitary arrange- 
ments of two school buildings so that they will comply 
with the new school law.

GREENWOOD SCHOOL REPORT 
1921-2 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Greenwood : 


I hereby have the honor of submitting my second annual 
report. 


The splendid effort of the town in increasing the amount 
for Common Schools raised by the town to $4,000. has re- 
sulted in paying the overdraft of last year, increasing the 
school year to thirty-three weeks, and leaving a balance 
at the close of the year. 

The average salary of the teachers has been raised but 
is still about $200. below the average for the State. Our 
salary scale has been made possible because five of. the 
schools are very small and we have five inexperienced 
teachers. 

Of the nine teachers in the town only one is a resident of 
Greenwood. Greenwood should produce more teachers. 

One-half of the Greenwood City buildings has been 
shingled. The other half should be shingled during the 
coming year. 

Laws passed by the last legislature will have some effect 
on our school funds. As high as $100 per student for high 
school tuition may be charged. Probably $75 per year will 
be the limit. The State reimburses the town for two-thirds 
up to $40 a year per pupil, and limits the total to $600. 
Amounts from the State available for common schools will 
be increased. 
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Another new law requires that by January, 1924, toilet 
arrangements for schools be standardized. Toilets must 
be connected with the schoolroom by separate ventilated 
approaches for each sex, and the vaults of earth closets 
must be ten feet from the schroolroom. To comply with 
the law changes will have to be made in some of the build- 
ings in the near future. I think in the case of some of the 
small schools present arrangement, while not strictly com- 
plying with the law, are so satisfactory that no change will 
be demanded. Locke’s Mills, Bryant, Greenwood City, and 
Tubbs buildings will require changes. 

The cost of text books and supplies has fallen off a little. 
These are among the small expenditures for schools. Both 
together amount to less than five percent of the total. 

I wish hereby to thank the superintending school com- 
mittee for its hearty co-operation. Recommendations, 
accounts and statistics will follow.
